workable Russian fleet and the forts responded vigorously, and a general 
battle was waged. 

Three Russian men-of-war were seriously damaged. The Czarevitch, 
the largest and heaviest armored battleship in the squadron; the batt'e- 
ship Poltava, and the protected cruiser Boyarin, and, less seriously, the 
battleship Ritzivan, the cruisers Pallada, Askold and Novik, and the 
commerce destroyer Diana. 

The Czarevitch, the Poltava and the Boyarin were struck by tor- 
pedoes during the night attack. To save them, they were grounded at 
the entrance to the harbor. As they lie now, they prevent battleships 
and cruisers from entering to coal and gunboats from leaving the harbor. 

The Russians acknowledged a loss in the second engagement of nine 
men killed and two officers and 51 men wounded in the fleet, and one 
man kil’ed and three wounded in the shore batteries. 

After the battle the Japanese fleet steamed away, having suffered 
no damage apparently. 

Fourteen battleships and cruisers were in the Russian fleet. 

The Japanese fleet was commanded by Vice Admiral Toyo and num- 
bered 15 vessels. 


RUSSIANS ASTOUNDED BY JAPS BOLDNESS. 

The boldness of the Japanese attack is scarcely less astounding than 
was the acknowledged unpreparedness of the Russians. They were not 
expecting the Japanese for several days at least. 

Where the Japanese came from is not known here. 

They séemed to have just risén out of the sea. 

There was a bunch of the little torpedo throwers that stole in on 
the Russians under the very guns of the land batteries. 

The instant after the explosion the who’e scene was illuminated by 
the brilliant searchlights of the Russian warships, their decks swarming 
with men. 

The Russian guns instantly opened toward the sea and swept the 
water with a rain of steel. So far as it is known, it did no harm, for the 
sweeping searchlights could not discover the torpedo boats, which ap- 
parently had let fly their torpedoes and kept swiftly on their course. 

The firing lasted only for a short time, then all was quiet for a 
while, although the searchlights il'uminated the water for an hour.

French Diplomats Think the Powers Cannot 
Agree on a Pian to “Protect the Integ rity 
of China,” Because of the, Status of 
: Manchuria, 


PARIS, Feb. 10.—The overtures of the 


United States government to the powers 
for preserving the neutrality and integ- 
rity of China during and after the hos- 
tilities between Russia and Japan are at- 
tracting widespread attention. 

United States Ambassador Porter con- 
ferred with Foreign Minister Delcasse to- 
Gay. The results have not been made 
public, but the genera! situation is as fol- 
lows: 

It does not appear probable that an ac- 
eord of the powers can be reached at the 
present time, owing to differences of views 
and the concentration of attention on the 
actual events of the war. It is practically 
certain that France will not take any ac- 
tion which could possibly be construed 
ag embarrassing to Russia or as seeking 
to coerce her concerning the integrity of 
China. The French authorities appear quite 
willing and even anxious to have China 
declare her neutrali#’. They desire to 
have the least possible interruption in in- 
ternational shipping at far eastern ports 
and also will seek individually and c® 
lectively to confine the aréa of hostili- 
ties so as to reduce the chance of a gen- 
eral spread of the conflagration. 

But relative to the integrity of China, it 
is not likely that any step will be taken, if 
the term “China” is intended to include 
Manchuria. 

It is held that this is consistent with the 
past French attitude concerning the in- 
tegrity of China, which was construed ;to 
be entirely distinct from the provinces of 
the Chinese empire, including Manchuria, 
Thibet and Mongolia. 

However, the foregoing is only the gen- 
eral tendency, the negotiations being still 
open, with the prospect of their rather 
lengthy continuance.

The Associated Press understands the lat- 
ter has already conveyed an intimation to 
Secretary Hay that his proposals are likely 
to be acceptable to Germany, because they 
tend to localize the war and avoid fresh 
subjects of international dispute. The step 
taken by the United States is regarded 
by the foreign office" here as being an able 
move. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—Dealing with Sec- 
retary Hay’s note to the powers on the 
subject of preserving the integrity of Chi- 
na, Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister, 
said today: 

“The neutrality of China was first sug- 
gested by my government, and we received 
assurances that Chinese neutrality would 
be observed. Japan will certainly agree 
most heartily to Secretary Hay’s proposi- 
tion, which appears chiefly to be due to 
the suspicion that Russia might find a pre- 
text for military action against China. 

“If, however, the United States and 
other powers contemplate the neutrality 
of Manchuria, the case becomes very com- 
plicated. So long as there are Russian 
troops in Manchuria, Japan cannot regard 
it as neutral territory. I scarcely think 
the United States, Great Britain or any 
other power would be willing to drive tthe 
Russians out of Manchuria, however much 
they might insist that Manchuria is part 
of neutral China. 80, while we are anx- 
lous to assist in assuring’ the neutrality of 
(hina proper, we have every initention of 
waging an aggressive land campaign in 
Manchuria itself. Having resorted to arms. 
we shal! probably go further than our mpd-

HANNA CHAFES 
UNDER RESTRAINT 


Says He Just Won’t Stay in Bed Much 
Longer, Which Is Favorable 
| Symptom, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Senator Hanna 
is believed to be considerably better, al- 
though he is still a very sick man. He has 
got to the ugly, cross, fussy stage, which 
doctors so delight to have typhoid patients 
reach. 

The senator saw and talked with his 
brother, M. H. Hanna, for a few minutes 


| today. 


“How much longer do you think they’re 
going to keep me here?’’ the senator asked. 


“Well, you have typhoid fever, and that 
means quite a time,’’ his brother answered. 

“I don’t care what I've got,’ Senator 
Hanna replied. “You Know I won’t stand 
being kept in here much longer. I simply 
won't stand it.’ 

The senator said this so impatiently, 
and with so much determination. that it 
has given his doctors and his family con- 
siderably more hope. 

Until today Senator Hanna apparently 
was content to drift along, but now he 
seems to have made up his mind to fight 
the fever. The doctors regard this as a 
very hopeful sign. The senator’s brother 
said today: ; 
‘Senator Hanna has no complications. 
The reports that he is suffering from 
Bright's disease are without foundation. 
The doctors made an analysis. which 
showed there was nothing to fear from 
this, as no trace of it was found. 

“We are not alarmed about the sena- 
tor’s condition, but of course we are anx- 
ious. He has’a mild case of typhoid. It is 
by no means as severe as this disease 
sometimes is.”’ 

Alarming reports of Senator Hanna’s 
condition were circulated this morning, 
but the physicians and others cognizant of 
the facts give assurance that they were 
withowt greater foundation than is here 
indicated. It is announced that the sena- 
tor’s heart, Kidneys, lungs and bowels are 
performing their functions. satisfactorily. 

The patient manifests great weakness, 
and some nervousness, but the symptoms, 
it is said, are not more distinctly defined 
than is to be expected in a case of typhoid 
fever. The decrease in the patient’s tem- 
perature is regarded as a favorable indica- 
tion, although it is pointed out further 
that qa fluctuation in the temperature is 
expected and is not indicative of a marked 
change in the general condition either for 
the better or for the worse.

HOW THE JAPANESE WON 
NAVAL VICTORY OVER 
CHINA AT WEI-HAI-WEI 


a en 
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Vivid Description of the Famous Sea Battle When the Mi- 
kado’s Torpedo Flotilla Outmaneuvered and Out- 
Shot the Enemy’s Fleet. 


The following description of the daring 
and effective work of the Japanese torpedo 
flotilla against the Chinese fleet in the 
famous sea battle Wei-hai-wei in Febru- 
ary, 189%, is from the book ‘“‘Heroic Japan,”’ 
a history of the war between China and 
Japan, by F. Warrington Eastlake, Ph. D., 
and Yamada Yoshi-Aski, LL. B.,, published 
by Kelly & Walsh, L4., Yokohama, Shang- 
hai, Hong Kong and Singapore. The story 
is particularly interesting today in view of 
the striking similarity to the Japanese ma- 
neuvers and their results at Port Arthur: 


JAPS WENT IN 
IN THE NIGHT. 


“Qn the next day, Feb. 4, the Main and 
Flying squadrons steamed towards the off- 
ing of .Wei-hai-wel. Again they offered to 
do battle with the Chinese fleet, and again 
the latter refused to accept the challenge. 
Admiral Ito and. his officers then held a 
consultation during the course of which 
they came to the following conclusion: 

“ “The reason Why the Chinese fleet con- 
tinue their stout defense despite the 
capture of Weil-hal-weil and all the forts 
on shore, is because they intend to risk 
their fortunes in one more decisive battle, 
or because they hope to slip off unobserved 
if opportunity served. There is no doubt, 
however, that thelr courage is greatly 
daunted by the situation. We muet there- 
fore adoot the offensive more vigorously 
than heretofore, and begin with torpedo- 
boat attacks at night.’ 

“A part of the boom (a barrier of stone, 
wood and iron across the narrow entrance 
to the harbor) at the eastern entrance had 
already been broken away by the tor- 
pedo boat No. 6. So that night, while the 
first flotilla patroled the western entrance, 
the second and third flotillas prepared to 
force their way to the doomed warships. 

“At 2a.m. of Feb. 5, the moon having 
gone down, these two flotillas slipped un- 
perceived ‘through the breach in the boom. 

“Torpedo boat, No. 9, of the second 
flotilla got within good range of the Ting 
Yuen and discharged an effective torpedo 
at her huge adversary. This done, the lit- 
He boat turned at once, but on her way 
back to the breach in the boom was sub- 
jected to a storm of missiles from the now 
thoroughly awakened Chinese fleet. Her 
engines were destroyed and four men in 
that part of the boat were killed outright. 
No. 19 at once eame to her aid, and for- 
tunately succeeded fn rescuing the remain- 
der of the crew. No. 22 of the third flotilla 


struck against a sunken rock and was

“The enemy were now fully: aware of 
their imminent peril. and fired fur'ously at 
the other torpedo boats. disabling them 
from coming to closer quarters. - They 
therefore returned, left the harbor through 
the breach, and reached In safety the an- 
chorage at Ying-Shan-Kau.

No. 13 did not succeed in at- 
tacking the enemy, while No. 7 had to re- 
tire without. getting within the harbor, 
havin stru against the boom * at- 
tempting to steam through the breach. 

“Despite the furious fire to which the 
first flotilla had been exposed, none of the 
torpedo boats received any injury what- 
ever. The vessels which they had suc- 
ceeded in sinking were the Lai Yuen,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 10.—A. W. 
T. Lawrence, the Missouri penitentiary 
convict who says he made approximatefy 
$40,000 on the recent bull movement in cot- 
ton. read in his cell last night a caustic 
criticism of his action in speculating, if his 
story is true, and of his “‘seeking of noto- 
riety,” if it is not ‘true. 

The criticism came from his wife, who 
fs now in Cincinnati, and who has been 
and still remains faithful in her belief that 
he was the unfortunate victim of a combi- 
nation of circumstances, and that he will 
make ample reparation for what she be- 
lieves was the only criminal act of his life. 

The letter reached the penitentiary of- 
ficials yesterday morning. Following the 
usual custom, however, {t was not deliv- 
ered until last night, after supper. 

Mrs. Lawrence said in her letter that 
she did not believe he had made the money, 
and charged him with circulating the re- 
port for the purpose of gaining notoriety. 

Several of the prison officials, likewise, 
say Lawrence did not make $40,000, or any 
other amount, by speculation. One of 
these {is C. Tanslico, the gatekeeper of 
the prison, who says Lawrence has had 
no corréspondence with his reputed agents, 
and has not discussed speculation in any of 
his letters. :

SCHAFER MURDER 


Detectives Decline to Make Public 
Evidence on Which the Accused 
Was Arrested. 


HE IS TAKEN FROM BEDFORD 


Authorities Are Now Acting on the 
Theory That Robbery and As- 
sault Were Motives. 


BEDFORD, Ind., Feb. 10.—James McDon- 
ald, a teamster, was arrested last night on 
a warrant charging him with the murder 
of Sarah Catherine Schafer, on the night of

The warrant on which McDonald was ar- 
rested was sworn out by Detective Reed be- 
fure Mayor J. Hickson Smith. 

The prisoner was arrested at his home 
and taken in a cab to the office of S. B. 
Lowe, where he was confined until taken to 
the Jeffersonville reformatory. 

Precaution was taken by the detectives to 
keep the public in ignorance of their ac- 
tions and the cab containing McDonald and 
his captors was driven in a roundabout way 
to Lowe's office. 

For several hours the detectives and their 
prisoner were closeted together, the former 
resorting to the usual sweating method, 
but detectives would not say what oc- 
curred. 

The detectives’ search of of the alley at 
1:30 o'clock Monday resulted in establish- 
ing the finalhlink in the chain of evidence 
necessary to make an arrest. The _ foot- 
prints of a man and woman were found. 
Several pickets of the fence near by were 
pulled loose from their fastenings, indicat- 
ing that struggle had taken p ace. 

The detectives made a plaster of paris 
cast of the footnrints and fis will be pre- 
seated in evidence against the Camened. 

The motive for the crime was twofold, 
according to the detectives, robbery and as- 
sault. The latter was unsuccessful, but as 
to the former, Detective Reed will not state 
whether a clew has been secured. 

McDonald testified before the court of in- 
quiry that he passed Capt. J. D. Alexander 
and Miss Schafer on L street a few min- 
utes before her death and overheard their 
conversation; algo that he passed two men 
on the corner of the alley where the mur- 
der was committed.

All he had to do was to get five 
bets down, once for each horse, and he 
could keep the money thet came in on the 
icsing four, after paying back the win- 
nings of one out of it. 

It was beautifully simple, and much 
easier than booking. For, when the books 
offered 4 to 1, the pool messenger could 
Offer 8 or 2 to 1, without much danger of 
the difference being noted. 

In time, this profitable stunt had its ef- 
fect. -Pool messengers began to buy the 
privilege of working at the job, instead 
of being paid. Later, moneyed men cropped 
up who paid a lump sum for the privilege 
of furnishing the grand stand with mes- 
sengers to merely help out the ladies. 

Only yesterday the Union Jockey Club 
was offered $3000 by a Los Angeles specu- 
lator for the pool messenger privilege for 
9 days, Should he get the privilege he 
will ask the messengers to pay him $3 a 
day each for permission to work for him. 
What the messengers make the ladies pay, 
has never been estimated. 

It is the “X"’ of many notorious transac- 
tions and is considerable, undoubtedly. 

Suppose the idea should spread until a 
Syndicate should operate the whole pool 
selling business! The new idea is even 
easier than being an English lord and mar- 
rying into an American pork factory.

Novel World’s Fair Plan a Scientific 
Study of the

BEATS THE BERTILLON SYSTEM 


Even Visitors With Abnormal Char- 
acteristics Will Be Subjected 
to an Examinatien.

Alice, who is introduced as a “pro- 
fessional mind reader,’ leaves the room, 
and those remaining choose any word, a 
short one preferably. 

The object of the game is for Alice, who 
is ignorant of the word, to return and guess 
it, and,this may be done by a simple lit- 
tle trick so that it attracts no attention 
whatever. All are told to close their cyes, 
and think hard of the word chosen. Then 
Alice is called back and sits down itn the 
circle, taking hold of her accomplice’s 
hand, as well as that of her neighbor on 
the other side. Then very quietly May 
taps Alice’s palm with her fingers, the 
taps signifying the letters, the first tap 
meaning ‘‘a,’’ the second for “‘b” and so 
on. 

For instance, supposing the word was 
cat. May would tap Alice's. hand threé 
times, c being the third letter In the al- 
phabet, and then pause for an instant, so 
that Alice might understand that was the 
first letter. Then one tap and a pause 
would mean “a,” and since “‘t” is the 20th 
letter in the alphabet, Alice would easily 
understand twenty taps for “t.” Thus any 
word may be spelled out, and it is always
